8 Bihar Regiment was given the task of flushing out a 
group of fully armed militants, firmly established in a two- 
storeyed house of village Gursir of District Sopore, Jammu 
& Kashmir. At 1300 hours on 3rd May 1992. Sepoy Gouri 
Shanker Sah was selected to lead the assault on the ground 
floor of the house. Firing his Light Machine Gun from the 
hip. Sepoy Shanker Saih sprinted across the line of fire and 
made it possible for the assault team to clear all the rooms 
of ground floor. In utter disregard of the deadly hail of fire 
from the head of the staircase above Sepoy Sah firing his 
Light Machine Gun from the hip led the charge up the stairs. 
When the militants lobbed a grenade at the assaulting party, 
Sepoy Sah grabbed the grenade as it fell and threw it right 
hack at the militants. As he bent to do so, he was hit 
several times by the militants fire. Although wounded and 
Weeding profusely, Sepoy Sab kept on firing at the retreating 
niillitawts till he became unconscious. His gallant act enabled 
the rest of the assault party to get a foothold on the first 
floor of the house and subsequently to flush out the militants. 
Sepoy Safa was evacuated to the nearest Medical Aid Post 
where he breathed his last. 

Sepoy Gouri Shanker Sah, thus, displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and courage of an exceptional order. 

3. Major Ivan Joseph Grasto (IC-3S129M) Parachute 
Regiment. 

(Effective date of the award : I4fh October, 1992) 

On 13th October, 1992 at 1930 hours. Commanding Officer 
Para (Commando) was informed that the haulage cable ini 
a cable car system at Timber Trail, Parwanoo, Himachal 
Pradesh had snapped at 1530 hours leaving 10 tourists 
stranded in the cable car which was precariously hanging 1300 
feet above the ground. The Commanding Officer was 
asked to move to the site and he prepared to launch a 
special rescue miss'on. A team of five men was selected for 
the rescue operation under the leadership of Major Ivan 
Joseph Crasto, an expert in heliborme operations and ex¬ 
perienced combat free faller. In the morning, Major Ivan 
Joseph Crasto was taken up for an aerial recce in a Chetak 
Halicopter. Several attempts to close on to the cable car 
proved unsuccessful due to turbulent winds and the Heli- 
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copter was forced to return. By 1630 hours, with the 
chances of helibome rescue getting remote, the last attempt 
in an MI-17 Helicopter was made. Major Ivan Joseph was 
strapped to a winch and made attempts to a land on the 
narrow greasy top of the cable car. After four determined 
efforts he finally managed to land on the greasy top of the 
cable car. The cable car all this while was swinging like 
a pendulam 1300 feet above the ground. Again displaying 
cool professionalism he undid the hatch with alacrity and 
single handedly hauled up the first passenger who was than 
winched up. He preferred spending the entire night in the 
cable car in order to boost the morale of and restore hope 
in the remaining tourists. The spirit, determination and 
courage of the officer inspired the entire joint team and on 
the morning of 15th October, 1992, in repeated flawless 
mission, witnessed by thousands, Major Ivan Joseph Crasto 
sent up all passengers one by one displaying great skill and 
professionalism and undertaking lot of risk as one mistake 
in the movement of a passenger could endanger the lives of 
the passengers as well as those engaged in the rescue ope¬ 
ration. He saved the lives of ten passengers in a venture 
fraught with grave risk and danger to life and thought . to 
be impossible of execution.

Havildar Tilak Raj of Alfa Company, 6 Jammu and 
Kashmir Rifles, was the Heavy Machine Gun Detachment 
Commander of Dalunang on the line' of Actual Control. 
At about 1850 hours on 7th May, 1992, the Pakistanies 
opened up heavy and accurate fire on the company with 
Air Defence Guns, Rocket Propelled Guns, Heavy 
Machine Guns and Browing Machine Guns. Pakistanies 
fired from Rocket Launcher on our Medium Machine Gun 
bunker, resulting in the collapse of a comer of the bunker. 
Havildar Tilak Raj realised that next hit of the rocket would 
result in total destruction of the bunker and the loss of the 
crew inside. Havildar Tilak Raj, without wasting any time, 
opened the loophole of his Gun and started engaging the 
Pakistanies Rocket Launcher effectively. Seeing the effec¬ 
tive fire of the gun, the Pakistanies started firing at the 
Havildar Tilak Raj’s bunker. Undeterred by the Pakista- 
nies bullets in utter disregard to his personal safety. Havil¬ 
dar Tilak Raj continued engaging the Pakistanies and forced 
them to call off the rocket launcher fire. In the process, 
he was hit bv one Pakistani bullet in his left eye. Even 
after the serious injury, when he was profusely bleeding 
he continued to bring down effective Heavy Machine Gun 
fire on the adversary, till he succumbed to bis injuries. His 
gallant act forced the Pakistanies to stop firing. By sacri¬ 
ficing his own life, Havildar Tilak Rai not only saved the 
lives of his three comrades in the Heavy Machine Gun 
Bunker but also prevented destruction of defence works, 
weapons and equipment.
